The delegation had a long talk with Mr. von MEND*, and his two 
assistants, Messrs. Konrad and Schenk. Following the talk they 
were incited to dinner by Processor von MiJIDt. 

The talk rovered all aspects 0 f 'he emigration including the 
II ATS PR E congress, SECUR activities, the general mood of the 
emigration, e*c. Frofessor von Mendr expressed particular 
in+erest in the v;ork of NATSPRE and emphasized that the organiza- 
tion should t,?ke more active port- in keeping alive the anti- 
Eolshevik spirit o r the emigration as well as in the defense of 
f he emigration against the Soviet repatriation campaign. 

Processor von Mendc emphasized that the Germans could not work 
with SPftE, the Artri.uk eoui 'alent of NhV- SFRL, but that it- is in 
every w»y desirable to cooperate with ibVTSPRc. Von Mende made

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Following the delegation's return to Munich, Mr. Konrad of 
Professor von Kende's o'Tice visited Munich and paid a call 
on Lebedev. He said that the purpose of his visit was to 
inform NATSPRt that its delegation bad made a fine impression 
at. the various ministries in Bonn as well as at Professor 
von Mende's Office in Duerseldorf.
